According to the fuel control- | 
ler, the miners in this province 
went on strike last May because 
| of an order which reduced the pay 
| of none of them, and increased the 
| pay of most of them. The mines 
|have been idle more or less— 
chiefly more—ever since. The net 
result is that coal costs six dollars 
and a half per ton in Edmonton, 
and that there are no reserve sup- 
plies piled up for winter. 

The complaint of the miners ap- 
pears to synchronize with an at- 
|tempt of the mine-owners to get 
| the mines started again. Presum- 
|ably the point of disagreement is) 
|that the men who went out last| 
| May and have stayed out all sum- 
|mer are not being hired back at 
| their own figures and on their own 
| terms, but that other men who are 

willing to work at the wages of- 
fered are being taken on. If that 
| is the case, the public will have to 
| be excused from getting mad at 
the prospect of the coal supply be- 
|ing inereased and the price re- 
| duced,
